Halliburton products have been commercialized and sold for more than a year before the 
filing date of this application using oil suspensions comprising mineral oil, oleohilic clay, an 
oleophilic surfactant and a hydrophilic surfactant present within the ranges described in the 
application. Such products have included the suspension of: 

a) acetone, formaldehyde and sodium bisulfite condensate mixed with 
hydroxyethylcellulose; 

b) copolymers of N,N dimethylacrylamide and 2-acrylamido, 2-methyl propane sulfonic 

acid; 

c) a mixture of polyvinyl pyrrolidone, hydroxyethylcellulose, and naphthalene sulfonic 
acid condensed with formaldehyde; 

d) aluminum powder coated with sorbitan monooleate; 

e) hydroxyethylcellulose; 

f) xanthan gum; 

g) whelan gum; and 

h) a mixture of hydroxyethylcellulose, a defoamer and naphthalene sulfonic acid 
condensed with formaldehyde.
